Hardly had the echoes of Dr. Hamlin’s 
prayer died away when James G. Blaine Jr. 
arose and at hia mother’s request he asked 
those present, with the exception of the imme- 
diate family, to retire. Mrs. Blaine and her 
children were left alone with theirdead. A 
last fond look and the mother and widow 
could no longer restrain her grief, which 
proved so uncontrollable that it was deemed 
best not to permit her to go to the Church of 
the Covenant or Oak Hill Cemetery, where 
the burial was made. 

Last Moments at the House. 

At 11:30 o’clock the body-bearers app2ared 
at the entrance of the house with their precious 
burden. They were preceded by the honorary 
pallbearers, twelve in number, who stood 
bare-headed on the sidewalk as the bearers 
slowly passed between their lines to the 
hearse. While the casket ‘was being borne 
thus tenderly and reverently to the funeral re- 
ceptacle one uf the parlor windows up-stairs 
was opened to permit Mrs. Margaret Dam- 
rosch to get fresh air, as it was feared that 
she, too, might succumb as her mother had 
done but afew minutes previous. Her sad

The President’s feat- 
ures bore traces of the memories which the oc- 
casion aroused for him. Vice-President Mor- 
ton and the members of the Cabinet and 
other public Cignitaries followed. The Maine 
delegation, headed by Gov. Cleaves, were 
given seats in the front of the church. The dele- 
gations from the Union League and the Re- 
publican clubs of New York and the Union 
League of Philadelphia were seated together. 
Among the New-Yorkers were Gen. Horace 
Porter. Warner Miller, and Whitelaw Reid. 
Speaker Crisp, when he arrived, was seated 
near the President. 

With Simple, Impressive Ceremonies, 

No grgnder tribute could have been paid the 
memory of James G. Blaine than the cere- 
monies, if such they could be called, in the 
church. No dirge was sung, uc word was 
spoken to tell of his fame and achievements. 
There was no mention of his name. The 
pastor read from the burial litany and the 
promise of the New Testament for future life. 

After the reading the pause was only 
momentary when Dr. Hamlin engaged in 
prayer, His prayer was for the comfort of 
the bereaved ones, He spoke of the faith of 
him before them in the institutions of his 
country and his patriotic endeavor, This was 
all there was of reference to the public career. 

In Dr. Hamlin's prayer there was nothing 
of sadness and little of regret. It was rather 
a prayer of joy and hope and thanksgiving. 
It was a thanksgiving for the life and memory 
of the dead man and for all that he had 
done for the country, for the people, and for 
his family. There was a strong note of con- 
fidence through it all, when he said: 

We thank thee, O, Lord, that we can come 
into the presence of death with such words of 
joy and confidence as those we have just read 
from thy hely word. We thank thee for Chris- 
tian triumphs as we stand at the side of the 
open grave. We thank thee for what thou hast 
made of thy servant, whose mortal body we 
shall so soon commit to earth, for his intellect, 
for his culture, for his patriotism, and his faith- 
ful and devoted service to his country in all 
times of her needa. 

We thank thee, O, Lord, for his firm faith in 
thee and for his acceptance of thee as his Lord 
and Savior, We bless thee for his courage in 
times of sorrow and affliction and of bereavement 
and for his patience and heroism in the long 
days of his waiting for his end to come. 

Dr. Hamlin then asked a blessing upon the 
afflicted family and prayed that they might 
ldok in hope and confidence, not into an open 
grave, but into an open heaven, 

We invoke thy divine blessing upon the Execa- 
tive branch of the government with which our de- 
ceased brother was so creditably connected, upoa 
the President and all his advisors, upon Congress, 
in whose deliberations heso long participated, 
upon the community, the State in which he was 
boro, and the one which adopted him, upon the 
people of the land, who with such wonderful 
unanimity loved and with such pleasure heard his 
voice, now stilled in death. Bless, we beseech 
thee, all the lands of the earth which have felt 
his hand in diplomacy; bless this church, which 
has so long counted him as one of its own and 
with whose beginning be was connected, for he 
did not despise the day of small things, We bless 
and thank thee that he accepted thee and that 
he sat here with us at the communion table. 

The minister closed his eloquent prayer by 
reciting the Lord's prayer, in which all the 
congregation joined, 

At the close of the benediction which fol- 
lowed Mrs. Damrosch and her brother took 
one last look at the face of the dead man be- 
fore the lid of the casket was replaced, and 
then all the congregation arose and remained 
standing while the pallbearers slowly and rev- 
erently raised the body, and, followed by the 
funerai party as they had come, pussed out of 
the church while the organ played softly and 
sweetly.

SCENES OUTSIDE THE CHURCH, 


Gathering of the Crowds~Those Who En- 
tered the Building, 

WasutneTos, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special. |— 
By 9 o'clock this morning the streets around 
the church were crowded with people. Police- 
men said they came on duty at 8 and found 
the steps of the edifice filled with women and 
men, who had been there some little time. 
Diagonally opposite the church were the home 
and offices of the British Legation; on the

other side of Connecticut avenue was the big 
brick house built by Stanley Matthews when 
he wason the bench of the Supreme Court, 
Lieut, Emory of the navy occupies a fine 
mansion to the right of the church. The win- 
dows ofthese and many other magnificent 
residences in this, one of the finest localities 
in Washington, were filled with sightseers. 

It was not the ordinary crowd one sees on 
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The women and children outnumbered the 
men in the ratio of five to one. There were 
old women and matrons, young ladies and 
misses, school children who were playing 
truant for the day; in fact, every class of so- 
ciety had its representative. Women who 
wore sealskins jostled with many au old col- 
ored aunty around whose shoulders a thin 
black shawl afforded but little protection from 
the cold winter wind, for it whs a cold day 
despite the fact that the sun was bright this 
morning. About 10 o'elock the sun went in 
behind the clouds and one of those chilly, 
creepy winds that cut one to the bone came 
whistling around the corners. 

It wasa day suggestive of pneumonia and 
pleurisy and all those diseases resulting from 
exposure to inclement weather. But the 
crowd stood patiently waiting for the funeral 
cortége to arrive. It might not be amiss to 
speak-a good word for the detachment of 


Washington police on duty in and around the 


church. They were fine lookmg men, in 
bright showy uniforms, and every man knew 
his business. They kept the pavements in 
front of the edifice cleared of all outsiders, 
and they performed this disagreeable task so 
easily and gently that no one felt aggrieved 
if he or she was sent to the other side of the 
street. Presently the schools took a recess, 
and school children by the hundreds came 
trooping over to the church, and there they 
stood waiting in the cold to see the mournful 
procession. Of course, that infernal nuisance, 
the man with the kodak, had to be thete; this 
particular individual perched himself on the 
steps of a house across Connecticut avenue, 
endeavoring to take negatives of the little 


f-group clustered at the door of the church. He 


was detected at once, and the men whose faces 
he wanted kept moving all the time, so as to 
render his efforts of no value. 

The Church Rapidly Filled.

He slipped into the 
church, the people at the doorway uncovering 
their heads as he passed through. A great 
many women pushed their way by the police 
and got as far as the doorin their efforts to 
get into the church. Some of them were well 
along in years, too, and they might have 
known they could not grin admission without 
the necessary card. But not one of these out- 
siders was allowed to enter the building. Some 
pleaded with the doorkeepers, begging for 
admission. This bemg denied them, wrath was 
resorted to, old fainily friendships were urged ; 
but the doorkeepers were not inclined to re- 
lent and they were turned away. 

Arrival of Well-Known Men, 

The Senators and Congressmen came in a 
half dozen or so together. Senator Cullom 
brought the ladies of his family; George Q. 
Cannon of Utah came early, and behind him 
was Mr. Caine, one of the Delegates from 
Utah for many years; Senator Hiscdck of 
New York came up in a coupé, and behind). 
him were John Allen of Mississippi and Ben 
T. Cable of Illinois. The church was fillmg 
up now and Lieut. Rodgors said he was afraid 
there would not be room for the funeral 
party. Presently a carriage came whirling 
through the crowd and out of it stepped Mr. 
William E. Curtis, who had charge of the ar- 
rangements. The funeral party will be 
here in five minutes, he said. It seemed but 
a second until the procession came down Con- 
necticut avenue and stopped just at the church 
door. The clergymen stepped out and a mo- 
ment afterward the pallbearers took their 
positions on the sidewalk. '

The Adams only recently reached the uavy- 
yard from a long cruise in the Bering Sea, but 
she will be ready for sea in a day or two, Her 
sailing orders are not expected until Wednes- 
day or Thursday. ; 

The Ranger will be ready to start ata few 
hours’ notice, 

The Mohican, which sailed yesterday bear- 
ing Rear Admiral Skerrett and a thick pack- 
age of sealed orders, is expected to average 
nine knots on the run to the islands. The in- 
structions were to pusb her, and fifty tons of 
coal are piled on her deck.

It is the duty of the Chairman of 
each section to organize work and prepare 
programs. 

To carry out the preliminary work of the 
congress two committees were appointed— 
one known as the World’s Fair Auxiliary 
Board, and the other the American Health As- 
sociation. It was believed that the latter as- 
sociation could hold its sessions in conjunc- 
tion with the International Congress bhar- 
moniously. Consequently Dr. J. A. Rauch 
was appointed Chairman of both committees. 

Yesterday two members of the Worid's 
Fair Auxihary committee met Dr. Rauch 
and Dr. C. M. Hewitt of Red Wing, Minn., of 
the American National Health Association at 
the Grand Pacific to outline a program for the 
International Congress. Dr. Rauch, as Chair- 
man of the two committees, laid down the 
law and was determined that his views should 
prevail. He insisted that several foreigners 
should be appointed chairmen of the various 
sections in preference to Americans. He also 
believed the proceedings should be printed in 
only one language. 

The two members of the World's Fair Aux- 
iliary Board made a vigorous protest. Dr. 
Rauch became angry, and in language more 
forcible than polite gave the members 
to understand that the American National 
Health Association was the prime factor in 
the coming congress and would prepare the 
program. A war of words followed, and the 
opposition withdrew from the meeting after 
deciaring that they would form a separate 
program under the auspices of the World’s 
Fair Auxiliary committee. 


NO COAL TO KEEP THE PUPILS WARM. 


Public Schools May Be Closed Today for 
Lack of Fuel. 

Some of the public schools will in all proba- 
bility be closed today for lack of fuel. Many 
others will probably be obliged to get aloag 
on short allowance. The Ogden school was 
the first to suffer from the scarcity of coal. 
Its doors were closed yesterday. Business 
Manager Guilford received notiGes from half 
a dozen schools yesterday that supplies were 
running low. The principals ssid that they 
would have coal enough to startin the morn- 
ing, but that unless a supply was quickly 
forthcoming the fires would be shut down. 
Applications to Daniel Corkery, the con- 
tractor, failed to bring satisfactory answers, 
although he promised to do the best he could. 
He has been notified to appear before a com- 
mittee of janitors tomorrow afternoon, when 
further arrangemen‘s will be made with him. 
About ten days ago he was’ called in and 
agreed to furnish a list of dealers upon whom 
the schools could call in emergency cases. 
Owing to technical objections the board did 
not accept the stipulation and has been rely- 
ing upon Mr. Corkery to make good his con- 
tract. 


OIL ON THE WATERS OF THE RIVER. 


Tank Car Upset by a Unplaced Switch—No 
Danger of Fire. 

The presence of oil on the river Sunday and 
yesterday was said by the officers of the Health 
Department to be due to the upsetting of an 
oil tank on the Chicago and Milwaukee road 
at Indiana street.

Tus bill for the classification a clerks in 
first and second class postoffices and for fixing 
the salaries of the same, now pending in the 
House, is a just and equitable measure and 
should be passed promptly. Nearly all the 
Postmasters-General of recent years have 
recommended such a law and it would be in 
harmony with the principles of civil-service 
reform. The bill not only classifies the clerks 
but fixes salaries equitabiy, provides for pro- 
motion, and makes the tenure of office de- 
pendent upon the fitness and good behavior 
of the occupant. This is as it should be. If 
railway postal clerks and letter carriers are 
put in classified lists at stated salaries why 
should not postal clerks be treated in the 
same way? There is no question that the 
present discrimination agginst them is in the 
nature of a gross injustice. It is clearly 
shown by the following extract from the lat- 
est report of Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker: “The carriers are placed upon a 
definite and determined scale of salaries, and 
that is well. Not so the postoffice clerks, and 
yet the duties of the latter are more exacting, 
their hours of labor, days, nights, and Sun- 
days, are longer, their work is indoors, and 
often in unventilated rooms, and often, too, 
in unhealthy basements lighted by gas; and, 
indeed, for these reasons and because of their 
liability to contagious diseases their occupa- 
tion is more dangerous. Yet the present 
‘classification law works great injustice and 
hardship to them.“ Let the bill pass. 


THE UNITED STATES MUST HAVE HAWAII 

If Mr. Jefferson had not bought Lovisiana 
Great Britain would have seized it. Great 
Britain would have gladly fallen heir to 
Florida when it became apparent that it must 
pass out of the hands of Spain. Twenty 
years later Great Britain tried to steal Texas 
away from the United States. A little later, 
at the time of the outbreak of the Mexican 
War, it had its eye on California. In each 
case its designs wére thwarted by this country, 
then much smaller and less powerful than 
now. Great Britain now wishes to secure 
Hawaii, or, if unable to do that, to deprive 
the United States of it. It should no more be 


Owing to conditions which were perhaps 
inevitable Great Britain has been suffered to 
intrench itself at the entrance of the Gulf of 
Mexico, at the Bermudas, and at Halifax. 
Its possessions on the Pacific are guarded by 
the fortifications at Esquimalt. The English 
want now to complete their line of circum val- 
lation by getting hold of Hawaii, enabling 
them to control the commerce of the Pacific,

The 
phrase “manifest destiny has been used 
absurdly on previous occasions, but neverthe- 
less it is clearly the manifest destiny of this 
country to control the trade of Eastern Asia, 
which in time will not go throagh the Suez 
Canal, as now, but through the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal. That manifest destiny most not be 
thwarted by allowing a great strategic point 
in the Pacific, lymg on the direct route be- 
tween Yokohama and the canal, to pass into 
the hands of an alien power. It is stated 
that 

In Mr. Blaine's mind the Nicaragua Canal and 
the Sandwich Islands stood together. They 
formed the line which, if in possession of the 
United States, was to establish forever the power 
of the government on the American continent. 

“ With control of the Nicaragua Canal, with 


Hawaii annexed, and with a coaling station on 
the island of San Domingo, Mr. Blaine said some 


of the American continent and of the waters 
thereabout. With this done there is no scheme of 
territorial or commercial conquest that we could 
not work to success. 

Here 1s another evidence of the imperial 
statesmanship of that great American whose 
remains yesterday were consigned to the 
grave to sleep henceforth with Princes and 
with counselors. He was in favor of the an- 
nexation of Hawaii, not so much for the 
smaller reasons that for half a century it has 
been under American influences, not because 
90 per cent of its trade is controlled by this 
country, not because the property interests of 
the American residents are so great, but for 
the greater reason that its possession meant 
American supremacy over the commerce of 
the Pacific, and removed forever the fear that 
the United States would be cooped up within 
its present limits. It would have been much 
better had Mr. Blaine’s advice been listened 
to sooner. Had it been taken there would now 
be a cable line connecting this country with 
Hawaii, and the government would be in im- 
mediate communication with its agents there. 
Happily the honor and the interests of the Na- 
tion have always been safe in the hands of its 
naval officers. 

It is unnecessary to discuss at this time how 
Hawaii shall be governed after it becomes to 
all intents.and purposes a part of the United 
States. If Mr. Jefferson had stopped to de- 


ana territory when he had an opportunity to 
buy it England would have seized it. Mr. 
Jefferson thought he violated the Constitu- 
tion when he acquired Louisiana, but he felt 
that the interests of the republic demanded 
that it should control the commerce of the 
Mississippi. If there were—which there is 


»not—a doubt as to the constitutionality of 


making Hawaii American, that doubt would 
yield to the paramount necessity of acquiring 
for the United States the control of the com- 
merce of the Pacific. Whether it shall be a 
State, a Territory, or a colony is not a matter 
for present consideration. The future will 
settle that, as it has settled so many other 
American problems. 

United States forces are now on the soil of 
Hawaii. They should stay there. The grip 
of this country should no more be relaxed 
than it was when California was concerned. 
President Harrison need not fear that he will 
not be sustained by the people in any ar- 
rangement he may make to carry the Ameri- 
can flag towards the gates of Asia. It may 
be that in the short time left to him he may 
be unable to make a final settlement of this 
question, although Mr. Tyler put through the 
annexation of Texas in the very closing hours 
of his administration. But if the matter 
passes into the hands of President Cleveland 
he will not defy public sentiment by turning 
Hawaii over to Great Britain. It is true he 
said in his first message to Congress:

THE NEW IRISH HOME B8ULE BILL. 

If the synopsis of the new irish home rule 
bill, printed in Taz Sunpay Triscunsg, turns 
out to be correct—and there is not much 
reason to doubt its general accuracy Ireland 
will not ha ve lost by the failure of the Glad- 
stone bill of 1886. On the contrary, it will 
have gained immensely. The new home rule 
bill 16 far better in every way for the Irish 
than the old one. Mr. Parnell was willing to 
accept the bill of 1886, which proposed that 
Ireland should contribute one-tifteenth part 
of the entire imperial revenue. Nine of the 
leading trish members protested at the time 
that the impost was too great, but Parnell 
ignored their protest and at his dictation they 
accepted the measure as a whole. The new 
measure proposes that Ireland shall contribute 


-but one-thirtieth part of the revenue, or half 


of the proportion of 1886. For a poor country 
this reduction of the impost means a great 
deal. It justifies all the recent boasts of Mr. 


Healy and his friends that they have been 


more skillfyl diplomats than Mr. Pa?nell. 

But how will England and Scotland take 
the new financial proposals? The reduction 
of Ireland’s contribution to the revenue of the 
empire, means that they will have to con- 
tribute more, and this is one of the dangers of 
the new bill. The proposals in reference 
to the constitution of the new 
Irish Parliament are sounder and 
more truly conservative than those of the old 
measure. The hereditary element in the sec- 
ond chamber or Senate is reduced to 28, or 
about one-fourth, and that is to be in a sense 
elective. The property qualifications of voters 
for the other 76 members of this second 
chamber are rather high, and if persevered in 
will result in making it thoroughly conserva- 
tive—probably too much so. There is danger 
that the second chamber will be so unpro- 
greasive that it will be too frequently in con- 
flict with the popular chamber. This clause 
of the bill, therefore, is likely to be modified. 

The new bill proposes that the present Irish 
representation shall be maintained in the 
House of Lords and in the House of Com- 
mons. But as the 28 Irish representative peers 
of the present time are to be 28 members of 
the proposed Irish Senate, and as evidently it 
is proposed that nearly all the 103 Irish mem- 
bers of the English Commons are also to be 
members of the Irish House of Representa- 
tives, it is evident that the Irish representation 
at Westminster is to be maintained only in a 
nominal way for imperial purposes alone, and 
that ultimately this feature of the plan will be 
modified. The new Irish Parliament will have 
so much to do in the way of legislation that 
its members will not have much time to spend 
in London. 

The checks and balances of the new bill 
have not been atated with sufficient detail to 
enable one.at this distance to pass upon them. 
The veto question has been settled adroitly by 
vesting the privilege in the Lord Lieutenant 
as the representative of the monarch. It 
doubtless will be exercised as sparingly by 
the Viceroy in lreland as it has been by the 
sovereign in England durmg the present 
century, The rights of the minorities are 
guarded by the articles bearing on education, 
religion, and endowments. Trinity College, 
Dublin, and the Royal University are pro- 
tected against the deprivation of their revenue, 
their powers, or their prerogatives. There 
will be regret that the Irish judiciary is to be 
mkintained on the present rotten and partisan 
basis for even five years. 

On the whoie, however, the measure is 

gone which will be acceptable to sensible Irish- 
men everywhere. Of course it will not be ac- 
cepted as satisfaetory by the hot-headed, the 
thoughtless, and the extremists. There will 
be protests from the demagogues and the hiil- 
siders. They were ready to accept the bill 
of 1886, however, at the command of Mr. Par- 
nell. Not much attention will be paid to their 
objections to the better bill of 1893. 


THE SUPREME COURT AND~ UN WIELDY 
RECORDS. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture requiring the Supremé Court to decide 
within six months any criminai case which 
may be carried up toit. What the author of 
the bill had in mind was no doubt the Cronin 
case. The three men who were sentenced to 
the penitentiary for life were tried in August, 
1889, and the Supreme Court did not give a 
decision until January, 1893. In the meantime 
two of the defendants had died. If the court 
had set aside the verdict because the men were 
innocent or had not had a tair and impartial 
trial the public would have been horrified by 
the consequences of its delay, but as the ver- 
dict was set aside for what people generally 
consider a technical and insufficient reason 
they do not blame the court so much for its 
dilatoriness. 

Nor have the Judges been quite as slow as 
one might think. The writ of error sued out 
by O’Sullivan’s counsel was made returnable 
at the October term of 1890 and was argued at 
the March term of 1891. Before the decision 
was announced O Sullivan died, and the court 
held that the writ of error was abated thereby. 
Therefore a new writ of error was sued qut for 
Coughlin in 1892, which was decided this year. 
Possibly the court would have given the same 
decision in 1891 that it did in 1893 if it had had 
a chance, | 

The court assigns, indudge Bailey’s opinion, 
one specific reason for its delay. That is: 

Counsel for the plaintiff in error have assigned 
upon the record no less than forty-six errors, and 
in support of their assignments of errors have 
filed exceedingly and, as we think, needlessly, 
voluminous arguments, containing matter suf- 
ficient to fill about one and one-fourth yolumes of 
the size of the Illinois Reports, and in which they 
have discussed, with great amplitude, a large va- 
riety of propositions upon which they ask a re- 
versal of the judgment against their client. This 
mode of argument has of itself presented a seri- 
ous obstacle in the way of an early decision of 
the case. 

Whose fault was it that such a record was 
allowed to go before the Supreme Court? 
Presumptively not that of the J udges of that 
court, or they would stop a practice of which 
they complain with justice. If they cannot 
protect themselves then the Legislature has 
the power to protect them, and it should use 
its power in the premises and force lawyers 
to be less prolix. It is donbtful whether the 
Legislature can tell the Supreme Court that 
it must decide certain cases within a certain 
time, even. though the court ought todo so. 
The Legislature has some control, however, 
over the practice in courts, aad ought to use 
itto simplify that practice, and to make it 
impossible to load down the Supreme Court 


up there. 

Prag cannot be held free from all 
blame. Itcannot be that they are required 
to wade through the pounds of manuscript 
that may be hurled at them by ambitious 
counsel. It must be that they have a right to 
lay down limitations and to compel lawyers 
to stick to the main points, and not spread 
themselves over the whole earth. The Judges 
in trial courts should also use the.curb m — 
freely than they do. Had they done so in 
past they would not be so far behind with 
their dockets. 

“IF” AS A SILVER ARGUMENT. 

The Freeport Journal says: Ik all the na- 
tions of the earth should @emonetize gold and 
refuse to use itas a money metal the price of 
gold would slump way down out of sight,” 
Perhaps yes and perhaps no. in such case 
gold would be very apt to sell as diamonds 
and wheat do—namely: at the cost of produc 
tion and handling. The price would be de- 
termined by the elements named by a Shaks- 
pearean character in the Comedy of Errors: 
“The fineness of the gold and charge for 
fashion.” At present 23.22 grains of fine 
gold cost about one dollar to produce on the 
average and the metal is worth as much; that 
is, it has about the same buying power in the 
shape of bullion as in coin, the latter being 
preferred not because worth more but for the 
reason it is more convenient than the bullion. 

The main point of the argument voiced by 
the Journal lies couched in that little word 
If.“ Why not speculate on the consequences 
that would ensue if all the nations of the 
earth were to cease the use of iron or wheat? 
The fact is they prefer to use those articles, 
and they have shown a decided preference for 
gold as the standard of value. Suppose it to 
be true that all that is needed to make silver 
in every respect just as good a money metal 
as gold is for all nations to. agree 
to treat it just as all nations treat 
gold.“ But they are not so treating it, and 
the chances are they will not consent to so 
treat it, since every year seems to increase the 
sentiment in favor of gold as the one standard 
of pecuniary value. The fact may be a lament- 
able one, according to the eyes with which we 
view it, that the nations are thus perverse, and 
keep on mcreasing in perversity in that re- 
spect as the years roll by. But it is a fact, 
and there is no gainsaying it. It is equally 
incontrovertible that it would be the height of 
folly for the United States to: buck its head 
against this stone wall of world-wide opinion 
by adopting silver alone as its standard, which 
must be the inevitable consequence of f 
coinage while all the other nations continued 
to regard gold as the standard. For in such 
case the gold eagle of present weight and fine- 
ness would be worth not far from twenty of 
the coins that now circulate as silver dollars, 
and no man would bo foolish enough to pay 
in gold when he could pay in silver having 
only half the purchasing power of that quan- 
tity of gold. 

Probably when other nations find out that 
the United States will not enter upon that 
policy alone there will be an agreement to re- 
monetize silver by all nations at a fixed ratio 
with gold, and both metals will be at par and 
interchangeable with each other in every part 
of the world.“ Perhaps so. Tue Tunern is 
in favor of that. Bot till such time as an i- 
ternatioral agreement can’ be arrived at it is 
in favor of treatmg silver on its present mer- 
its, as determined by the market value placea 
upon it by the civilized world. It believes in 
paying out a dollar’s worth of silver in pay- 
ment for a dollar without stoppimg to ask 
whose fault it is that the present condition of 
things exists. It favors this policy just as it 
would have favored the burning of a double 
quantity of fuel in the recent bitterly cold 
weather by those who could afford it to keep 
out the cold, and leave it to the philosophers 
to argue who, if any one, is responsible for 
the unusual depression of temperature. There 
is little more use in finding fault with one 
than with the other, and there isno more sense 
in trying to ignore the verdict of the civilized 
worid in regard to the relative merits of gold 
and silver than there would be in going out 
with a thin overcoat when the mercury was 
18° below zero beeause that kind of raiment 


was sufficient for comfort in each one of the 


last four Januaries preceding the one of 1893. 


THE VACANCY IN THE SUPKEME COURT. 

The Democratic organs are making an un- 
necessary pother over the announcement that 
the President will appoint a successor to the 


late Justice Lamar on the Supreme Bench. 


Mr. Harrison will be President of the United 
States until March 4. It will be his duty, 
therefore, to make the appointment, and he 
could not fail to do it without being recreant 
to his sworn duty. The Senate promptly must 
confirm the appointmenf. It cannot be justi- 
fied in refusing or delaymg in this matter ex- 
cept upon the ground that the nomination is 
unfit to be made. Toassume that the nom- 
ination will be of such a character is in the 
nature of a gross insult to the President. No 
executive has been more careful in his se- 
lections than Mr. Harrison. It has fallen to 
his lot to fill three vacancies on the Supreme 
Bench, and in every instance he has appoint- 
ed Judges who have maintained the high 
character of that court for ability and up- 
rightness, and whose selection has called for 
the approval of his political opponents., That 
he will show the same, wise judgment in this 
case goes without saying. As to his rights in 
the premises thereis no question and those 
rights attach to his office until the last day of 
his term, justified by numerous precedents 
and required by the duties of his position. 
The Democratic Boston Herald talks the fol- 
lowing sound sense to those members of its 
party who are clamormg that Democratic 
Senators shall obstruct anf seek to defeat con- 
tirmation of the appointment: 

If the Democratic party is unforfunate in the 
death of a Democratic Judge at this time it has 
itself to thank for this. Justice Lamar was a 
sick man when he was put upon the bench. and 
there was then no reason to expect his life would 
be prolonged beyond the present time. But the 
real question at issue is only as to the fitness of 
such appointment as the present President may 
make. It it is a fit one it @ught to be confirmed, 
and we are bound to say that if it corresponds 
with the previous appointments of President Har- 
rison to the bench it will be a fit one. 

The Herald’s sensible statement covers the 
whole ground. It is the President’s duty to 
make the appointment, and Mr. Harrison is 
not the man to shirk theduty. He has plenty 
of time to make his selection, and when that 
selection is made it will be found that he has 
exercised his right of choice in the prudent 
and discriminatmg manner that always has 
characterized him. When the appointment is 
sent to the Senate it will be the duty of that 
body to confirm at once, uniess it can be 
shown that the appointment is an objection- 
able one. If partisan Senators shall seek to 
defeat confirmation it will then rest with the 
Republican * .atore to apply the inevitable 
remedy and tv. 2e them to act,

HOBSON MORE A FOOL THAN A KNAVE 


The Anglo-American Bank Embezzlement 
Case on Trial. 
ISPECTAL CABLE.!

Gordon Bennett. |—The trial of James Hob- 
son, ex-manager of tlie Anglo-American Bank, 
commenced today in the Court of Assizes, 
President Martinet on the bench. Avocat- 
General Bonnin conducted the prosecution. 
while the Anglo-American Bank, which had 
asked to be joined with the prosecution as 
partie civle,”’ was represented by Martrice 
The 
counsel for the defendant was Fredenc Allain. 
Hobson, who has been in prison since Aug. 6, 
looked paled and in bad health. Hobson ad- 
mitted that his account at the bank was over- 
drawn 24,000 francs. He claimed, however, 
this was done with the consent of President 
Gorman ana Cashier Massenelli, and con- 
stituted a debt. The interesting int 
came out that the Anglo-American Bank 
was incorporated under the laws of 
West Virginia, but was not registered 
in New York, where it claimed to have its head 
office. This head office was that of the Kom- 
pany’s Secretary, a member of the New York 
bar. Thé principal stockholder was Mrs. 
Gormah, wife of the former bank President, 
against whom an indictment is pending here. 
Other stockholders, six or seven in number, 
had on}y paid small sums, while the only real 

ublic office the company possessed was the 

aris branch. These assertions of Hodson 
concerning the bank were not ‘materially 
shaken by witnesses for the prosecution, and 
it was further shown that the bank was not 
registered in Paris ia accordance with French 
laws. Mrs, Gorman testified that she had put 
most of her money, sone $100,000, into the 
bank. Thesworn accountant testified to an 
examination of the books which showed that 
Hobson had overdrawn his account some 39,- 
000 francs and Gorman had overdrawn his 
some 56,000, while Massenelli we ‘nudebted 
about 4,500 francs. A large num! Amer- 
icans residing in Paris testified t. .vbson’s 
honorable reputatio that they had always 
seen him acting subo’ ‘nately to Gorman, and 
zealous in drumm custom for the bank. 
Phey believed the money he was accused of 
appropriating had been expended in entertain- | 
mg and treating such persons as he thought 
would make desirable customers.

LAST HONORS TO THE DEAD. 


At the House and Church the Foremost 
Men of the Nation Gathered—There 
Was No Eulogy Spoken, but the Crowds 
Which Lined the Streets Testified to 
the Place the Statesman Held—Mrs. 
Blaine Prostrated and Unable to Leave 
the House—Scenes at the Ceremonies.

COUNCIL PASSES RESOLUT<ONS, 


Appropriate Memorial Adopted to Mark 
the Death of Mr. Blaine. 

Before transacting any business the City 
Council at its meeting last evening listened to 
a memorial message from Mayor Washburne 
on the death of Mr. Blaine and adopted ap- 
propriate resolutions, The memorial was as 


follows: 

To the Honorable the City Council—Gentle- 
men: An American citizen is dead. Sixty mill- 
ions of people bear tribute to his virtue in tears 
and sorrow. Sixty-three years ago he came from 
among the people, unknown and unheralded, as 
afuture monarch among men. Today his ashes 
return to earth, honored bya continent, in the 
presence of au uncover Nation, and his bier 
draped with the mantle of his country’s sorrow. 
In the meridian of his life he towered above his 
fellow-men as a gallant leader whose cour- 
age, mind, and strong arm were 
never enfeebled by fear. His un- 
questioned leadership centralized upon 
himself the shafts of malice, the tongues of 
slander, and the vituperation of a contesting 
enemy. Against all opposition he rose from the 
ranks of obscure poverty to the halls of Congress. 
to the Senate of the United States, to the port- 
folio of State, and for a quarter of a century wus 
the beloved idol of his party for the highest 
honor within the gift of the American people. 
Failing te attain the Presidency he succeeded in 
welding closer the bonds of union among his fol- 
lowers, and secured the esteem, confidence, and 
admiration of adversaries whose tongues 
ceased to criticise that they might give 

raise. ike the silent hero of 
ount McGregor, he, too, passes into the great 
unknown with no sincerer mourners at his tomb 
than those whom he met as adversaries, and 
who, first learning to respect, came to love his 
courage, fearlessness. and Americanism. James 
G. Blaine is dead. He was a friend of the people, 
for he was born of the people, and it is appropri- 
ate that the City of Chicago, typical of all tis 
American, sbould through its official representa- 
tives spread upon the imperishable records of the 
municipality a tribute to the greatest American 
of this century, for he remained bur greatest citi- 
zen after the mantle of public honors had fallen 
from him. 

I suggest that your honorable body pass such 
resolutions as your appreciation of the man shall 
inspire to fittingly memorialize his life, services, 
ard patient, lingering, and heroic death: that the 
same be spread upon your official records and a 
copy properly engrossed and certified be for- 
warded to the bereaved family of the dead states- 
man as a slight token of the respect, high regard, 
and attachment of the second city upon the con- 
tinent for one who in life — all that affec- 
tion, love, and admiration of the American peo- 
ple which is rendered unto him now that he is 
dead.

ICE GORGE BREAKS IN THE OHIO. 


Thirty Coal Barges Sunk Near Louisville, 
Causing a Loss of $200,000. 


LovrsvrILx. Ky., Jan. 30.—[Speeial. ]—The 
ice gorge at Six Miles Island above this city 
and near this coal fleet at Pumpkin Park 
broke tonight. Upto midnight the damage 
to the coal fleet is over $200,000. Thirty barges 
containing 750.000 bushels of coal have been 
sunk. One hundred 2 barges have been 
swept over the falls. steel stern whesler 
Hot Spur which was stationed at the patch 
was torn from its mooring by the ice flood 
and carried down stream to the Jeffersonville 
bridge, where its passage! was — by a 
pier. The boat is badly wrecked as been 
abandoned by the crew. Thus far the steam- 
boats in the harbor have escaped injury. 
Should, however, the wind bring the ice 
mountains close to the shore the fleet of 
vessels may all be lost. 

CINcIxXNATI, O., Jan. 30.— The Ohio River is 
flowing placidly again, free from the bonds of 
ice that — held it so long. From head- 
waters to Louisville it is rising and navigation 
will be resumed as soon as the ice runs out. 
The break up of yesterday was estimated to 
have involved $50,000 damages to coal barges. 
A few more barges have passed down today, 
but may be recove ae 

All the tributaries of the Ohio are rising and 
it is raining at many points along the river. A 
lot of lumber valued at $25,000 to $30,000 is 
reported from Parkersburg as having been 
lost in the Little Kanawha. Another gong 
thirty miles up the Little Kanawha with \- 4 
000 worth of lumber in it broke this morning. 
There is a hope that it may be saved. 

Prrrssure, Pa, Jan. 30.—All danger ofa 
flood has passed. The rivers are now falling 
and the ice is moving out to the satisfaction of 
the rivermen, as well as the owners of prop- 
erty along the streams. The only damage 
was along the Alleghany. Two coal floats 
were damaged to the extent of $30,000,

Mrs. R. C. Hamill, the mother of C. D. 
Hamill, President of the Board of Trade, 
slipped and fell on the sidewalk at Twenty- 
ninth street and Prairie avenue yesterday 
afternoon, fracturing her left nip. As Mrs. 
Hamill is 83 years old it is feared she may not 


recover. 

She was taken to the home of her son, E. H.

Two Bills Introduced in the House—Farm-

TAXATION OF TELEGRAPSH COMPANIES 


One Bill Provides for 4 Per Cent of Farn- 
ings to Go to the State. 
Sprineriezp, III., Jan. 30.—A bill was in- 
troduced by Representative Fowler today to 
regulate the taxing of telegraph conipanies.

DR. BEHRENDT SUCCEEDS DR. LOEWEY. 


The County Board Effects a Change at Dun- 
ning—Flour Contract Rescinded. 

Dr. Arthyr Loewey, who has been for years 
a head physician at the Insane Asylum at 
Dunning, has been forced to send in his res- 
ignation, to take effect at once. Dr. A. J. 
Behrendt was given a place as assistant phy- 
sician at the institution before the annual ap- 
propriation bill was drawn. It was decided 
that Dr. Loewey should be retained, for his 
worth was conceded, But in making the ap- 
propriation the Commissioners made no al- 
lowance for an assistant physician. The rules 
of the board make it impossible to change 
the appropriation bill after its passage, and, 
as it was determined that Dr. Behrendt must 
stay, Dr. Loewey had to send in his resigna- 
tion at the County Board meeting yesterday. 
It was accepted, and Dr. Behrendt was elected 
to till the vacancy. 

Superintendent of Public Service Hyland 
presented a recommendation that the contract 
of the Globe Milling company be rescinded, 
and such action was taken.

Attorney Jewett Trying to Get the Lake-

Wasmxorox, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special, ]—

chance in a hundred that the Illinois Central 

will be permitted to take advantage of the 
death of Justice Lamar to regain its clutch on 

Chicago’s harbor. Lawyer Jewett put in an ap- 

pearance today with his petition for a rehear- 

ing, but it was not filed. If entertained 
at all it must be entertained by the 
full bench, He took his documents to 
the individual Justices this afternoon and 
evening so that they will know before consult- 
ing together on just what grounds a rehearing 
is sought. The attorneys of the railroad have 
carefully kept these from the public. To 
obtain any standing the discovery of new 
evidence or some fact of great importance to 
the case would have to be shown. No argu- 
ment is allowed on a petition for rehearing, 

The document must speak for itself. To 

entertain a rehearing one of the Justices con- 

curring in the majority opinion must make 
the motion. Justice Harlan is in Europe, 
and it would therefore follow that either 

Justice Field or Justice Brewer must take 

this step. There is no reason to think that 

either of them has changed his mind. On 
general principles the court would be strongly 


| averse to reopening the case. The final tribunal 


gave its judgment by a majority which is not 
so unusual as is generally supposed. Many 
lin portant cases are decided by votes of 4 to 3 
or4to2. It is probable that Justices Shiras, 
Brown, and Gray still differ from Justice Field 
and his colleagues in their view of the law, but 
even this does not insure the support of the 
dissenting Justices for a rehearing. They all 
agreed that the equities were with Chicago 
and against the railroad. While Chief Justice 
Fullér and Justice Blatchford did not sit in 
the case thejr opinions on the advisability of a 
rehearing will undoubtedly ‘have some weight.

VILAS IS THEIR MARK.. 


GEN, BRAGG’S FRIENDS MEAN TO BE 
EVEN WITH THE SENATOR. 


His Part in the Recent Contest Is Not For- 
gotten—Petition to Cleveland for a Place 
for Col, Knight—Kensas Populists Call 
Upon the Republican House to Disband 
—Will Give No Ground for a Legal Test 
of Questions at Issae—North Dakota 
Legislators Vote for Women for Senator. 


Mapison, Wis., Jan. 30.—[Special. Echoes 
of the late Senatorial fight are this evening 
floating about the hotel corridors and legisla- 
tive halls, where anumber of members, just 
returned from their homes. are assembled and 
exchanging views. The bitterness felt by Gen. 
Bragg’s supporters has not been wiped out. 
Some of them have come back to the capital 
with long knives up tneir sleeves and fully de- 
termined to use them. It is understood that 
Senator Vilas will first of all be made to feel 
the keen force of their blades for coming in at 
the eleventh hour, when Gen. Bragg virtually 
had the Senatorial prize in his grasp, and for- 
cing Col. Knight to elect John L. Mitchell, 

Mr. Vilas’ turn, it is predicted, will come 
next Thursday, when the Senate gives consid- 
eration to Assemblyman McGillevary’s joint 
resolution instructing Wisconsin’s representa- 
tives in Congress to work and vote for the 
passage of Washburn’s anti-option © bill. 
It was made a special order for 10 
o’clock. When the resolution went over to 
the Senate last Tuesday Senator McBride, one 
of Bragg’s most ardent partisans, offered an 
amendment striking out the resolving clause 
and substituting another instructing the Sen- 
ators and Representatives to use all honorable 
means in their power to defeat the measure. 
He did this because McGillevary’s resolution 
was a direct slap at Vilas, who had already 
made a speech against the bill. But it is un- 
derstood now that McBride will not insist on 
his amendment. In fact after the caucus de- 
feated Bragg he asked to have his amendment 
withdrawn. Anyway the matter promises to 
develop into quite an interesting fight. While 
the resolution passed the Assembly by alarge 
majority it is not likely to get through the 
Senate. The same Vilas influence that downed 
Bragg and elected Mitchell is at work there 
against it. 

Mem bers say they are here now prepared to 
go to work and that the legislative machinery 
will be put into active operation tomorrow. 
A bill appropriating sufficient money for Wis- 
consin to make a creditable exhibit of all its 
products at the World’s Fair will probably be 
pushed forward during the week. The World’s 
Fair Commissioners of the State have asked 
for $120,000. Several of the members say that 
if they require that sum they shall have it. 

It was learned today that Col.John H. 
Knight’s friends are determined he shall not 
be overtooked by the incoming administra- 
tion. A petition started by Judge W. H. Staf- 
ford of Chippewa Falls asking Cleveland: to 
consider bis name if Wiscc~sm stands any 
show of getting a Cabinet ofi.er is in cir- 
culation. It has the indorsement of 
Senator-elect Mitchell and already bears 
the signatures, it is said, of nearly all of 
Mitchell’s friends. The petitioners are not 
particular as to what position Mr. Cleveland 
gives Col, Knight in the Cabinet. In fact, 
there is an understanding among the princi- 
pals that there will not be much show of get- 
ting apything in the Cabinet, but by setting 
their demands high they hope to secure a 
good foreign mission or some office of less 
importance with which the Colonel will be 
satisfied. As soon as a sufficient number of 
names has been secured the petition will be 
forwarded to Vilas with instructions that he 
look after the Colonel’s interests. 


WILL GIVE NO GROUND FOR A TEST. 


Kansas Populists Determine to Pass No 
Appropriation Bills, 

Torexa, Kas., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—There 
has been no change in the legislative situa- 
tion today. The rival Houses met this after- 
noon, but neither, attempted to do any busi- 
ness and an adjournment was taken until to. 
morrow morning. 

Speaker Dunsmore of the Populist House 
gave to Speaker Douglass a letter this after- 
noon which demands that the Republicans 
give up their organization and recognize the 
Populist House that the Legislature may pro- 
ceed to enact laws. It recites the fact that the 
Senate and Governor have recognized the 
Populist organization as the legal House of 
Representatives, and after declaring that these 
are the only constitutional authorities to pass 
upon the question, charges that the Repub- 
licans depend upon a partisgn court to gain 
recognition. The Republicans are also 
charged with being supported by the railroads 
and obtaining money from corporations to 
defray their expenses while preventing the 
legislation that the people demand. Speaker 
Douglass called a caucus of the Republicans 
to consider it and prepare an answer. 

In an interview today Speaker Dunsmore 
said: None of the employés or officers of 
the Republican House will be allowed to pass 
the door. Neither will Mr. Douglass be al- 
lowed to retain his seat on the Speaker’s stand. 
The Republican Chief Clerk and his staff will 
be banished. I have been assured by Gov. 
Lewelling that he stands ready and will back 
me up not only in this but in anything else I 
want to do. Of course we are too smart to 
pass any appropriation bills 2 this time be- 
cause the Republicans are anxious to use such 
a measure in order to get this controversy in 
the Supreme Court. Wedon’t want to test 
this issue at this time in the Supreme Court 
and do not intend to be forced to it. We may 
pass a World’s Fair bill because the Kepub- 
licans would be afraid to tackle that. We will 
then simply let all other -appropriation bills 
go over until the close of tne session.“

CABINET PLACE FOR LABOR. 


Indiana Legislatur Asks Congress to Pro- 


vide for Another Portfolio. 


1 Inpranaporis, Ind., Jan. 30.— [Special. 


The Senate today passeu the joint resolution 
asking Congress to provide for another Cab- 


inet portfolio to be occupied by a representa- 


tive of organized labor. The resolution will 
be engrossed and forwarded to Washington. 
A great part of the day in the House was taken 
up with discussion of Representative Hord’s 
bill in the interest of non-union labor.

The House bill to abolish prison contract 
labor has passed. The Governor’s first veto 
was announced today. It was against the bill 
making an attoruey's presence as member of 
the Legislature a sufficient cause for securing 
a continuance of any case he might have in 
his home court. It failed to pass over the 
veto by 22 to 54. Speaker Curtis announced 
the following special committee to investigate 
the Roby race track and report a bill: Repre- 
sentatives Johnson of Marion, Sulzer, and 
McMahan, 


Two-Cent Fare Alarms Railroads. 


Sr. Josep, Mo., Jan. 30.—[{Special.}—The bill 
recently introduced inthe State Legislature re- 
ducing passenger rates to two cents a mile has 
thoroughly alarmed the railroad companies, and 
preparations are being made to fight it in eyery 
way possible. General Manager Brown of the 
Burlington system left for Jefferson City today 
to be present and direct the movements of his 
forces. Before he left Mr. Brown said: Under 
the present restrictions to which the railroad 
companies are subjected in Missouri they are 
making but an ordinary rate of interest upon 
their investments. and the passage of a law re-

Weshalltry immediately to sécure 
the cunsent of the rest of the proverty-owners 
and introduce a new ordinance within two 
weeks. We will put 2,000 men at work on 
the road as soon as we have the franchise.“

DEVICE FOR CONSUMING SEWER GAS, 


Engineer John Green’s Novel Apparatus 
and How It Works. 


Engineer John Green of S. A. Maxwell & 
Co. 's store on Wabash avenue has invented 
and has in use in that establishment a device 
for disposing of sewer gas by burumg. The de- 
vices comprises two square iron pipes or boxes 
at the top and on either side of the firebox of 
Maxwell & Co.’s boiler. A steam jet with an 
aperture of one-eighth of an inch is wedged into 
the boxes. The latter are connected by three- 
inch pipes with the sewerage system in the 
building and the connection is also, carried 
out to a trap opening into the large sewer 
under Wabash avenue. Steam is forced at 
high pressure into the square pipes, the effect 
of which is to create a vacuum and a draft 
so strong as to draw in gas from the build- 
ing’s sewerage system and from the main 
sewer, It is drawn into the fire through nar- 
row longitudinal openings in the square pipes 

is burned up. - 

The device has beén in use for a consider- 
able time. It was suggésted to | Engineer 
Green by necessity. Maxwell & Co.’s pipe 
system was faulty, and the defeets eluded 
many attempts made to discover them by 

lumbers. In the meantime the rooms of the 

uilding were impregnated with sewer gas to 
a dangerous extent. Mr. Green, after a little 
experimenting, hit upon the method of eradi- 
cating the evil which is described in the fore- 
going. 

There 1s no patent upon it,“ he said yes- 
terday, and anybody may use it. All it cost 
us was the — of rigging up the boiler 
and running connecting pipes to the sew- 
er. When we come here im the morning sew- 
er gas that has collected through the night is 
strong. In less than an hour after the tire is 
started not only the aecumulgted gas in the 
house pipes is burned up but that im the 
sewer outside as well. Last week we put on 
a meter and found that 3,840,000 cubic feet of 
air through the pipes at the rate of 
forty-five miles an hour and was burned up. 
That was not all sewer gas, but it did include 

the gas which was in the building, and all. 
I believe, that was in the sewer between this 
* 2 Sixteenth street.“

Syndicate—The Lower House of the Iu- 
diana Legislature Asks to Know How 
the State Appropriation Has Been Spent. 

Attorney J. C. Simons made an attack 

against Sunday as a Christian institution yes- 

terday n Judge Tuley’s court. Mr. Simons is 
connected with Col. Robert Rae, who some 
time ago filed a bill to compel the Columbian 

Exposition company to open the gates of the 

Fair on Sundays and to have the contract with 

the Henry syndicate annulled by the court. 

The American Sabbath Union attempted 

through Attorney Woodbridge to get 

into the case as a party defendant. 

The court practically held with 

Attorney Walker that the union was not a 

citizen, a taxpayer, jor anything else, and 

had no connection with the case. Then a dis- 
cussion arose as to whether the court had 
anything to do with the Sunday opening ques- 
tion. He plainly stated the opinion that he 


had not. 

Attorney Simons had been given the task of 
handling that part of the bill and thought the 
court had. Before I get through,“ he said, 
“your Honor will see that the question is 


properly before you.“ 

The court finally decided to listen to At- 
torney Simons’ argument. The latter, in a 
long, written address, proceeded to arraigu 
Sunday as a Christian institution. The at- 
torney cited all the bills of rights 
enacted since the time of Em- 
peror Justinian to prove that any 
one on earth had a perfect right to walk in 
Jackson Park when he or she pleased. The 
right of the Park Commission to turn the 
park over to the Exposition company and the 
latter to charge an admission fee to the 

rounds was assailed. Attorney Walker for the 

‘air company objected to this on the ground 
that the bill conceded these rights to the de- 
fendants and read the biil to prove it. 

„% We concede nothing,” seid Col. Rae. 

Then proceed, ordered the court. 

“ Briefly then,” continued the attorney, “the 

taxpayers and residents desired to establish 
for their pleasure and comfort a public pgrk. 
A Board of Commissioners was created for 
this purpose at their instance. The lands for 
the-park-were purchased by the Commission- 
ers with the people’s money for the people’s 
benefit, and have been held and main- 
tained by the Board of Commissioners 
at the people's expense and in trust for 
the people’s enjoyment. The Park Commis- 
ioners have turned over the park of the peo- 
ple of South Chicago to the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, a private corporation under 
the laws of the State of IIlinois. The repre- 
sentatives of the Exposition company have 
surrounded Jackson Park and Midway plais- 
ance with a fence to the exclusion of the tax- 
payers and residents, proposing to charge an 
admission fee thereto, and threaten to close 
the same altogether Sundays. The Park 
Commissioners justify their actions un- 
der an act of the General Assembly pf this 
State. If the South Park Commissiovers can 
transfer the possession of Jackson Park and 
Midway plaisance to a private corporation 
for two years there is no reason why the.Com- 
missioners could not deprive the people of 
their park for an indefinite period of time or 
forever. If the General Assembly of Illinois 
can authorize the South Park Commissioners 
so to do, then the Legislature is practically 
omnipotent and possessed of absolute powers, 
not restricted by any consideration for vested 
rights or the sacredness of property.“ 
“The power of the Columbian Exposition 
company asa private corporation to make 
police regulations was then attacked as con- 
trary to law and illegal. The Legislature 
had no power to pass an act authorizing police 
regulations at the park. 

When court adjourned Attorney Simons was 
in the midst of an argument to prove that the 
Henry syndicate was a monopoly. Suppos- 
ing the Fair was over and a dispute had 
arisen between the Columbian Exposition 
company ahd the World’s Fair Steam- 
boat company and a bill for an accounting 
had been filed. In that case a court of chan- 
cery would not for a moment entertain such 
a bill. Such a contract was in violation of the 
rights of eminent domain. Under this right 
the city could condemn property for public 
purposes, but could not, it had been held, give 
a corporation the exclusive right of way over 
the property condemned, The argument will 
be continued next Monday. 


HOUSE CALLS FOR AN ACCOUNTING, 


wees rks 0 
Indiana Legislators Ask to Know How the 
Fair Appropriation Was Spent. 

Inpr1AnAPpoiis, Ind., Jan. 30.— Special.] — 
Several of the Indiana legislators who were 
in the party that visited the World's Fair 
buildings .in Chicago Saturday were indus- 
triously and conspicuously denouncing Tux 
Tripune today for its local article Sunday 
showing up the temper of the delegates on 
finding they had been tricked by Commis- 
sioner Havens into expressions favoring the 
additional $135,000 appropriation for the In- 
diana Building. Secretary Roberts of the 
commission said: 4 statement in Tue 
Tunuxnx relative to the legislators committing 
themselves in favor ofthe Fair appropriation 
is all rot.“ 

On the other hand, there are delegates who 
declare Tan Tuipunx article was not over- 
drawn and that its statements were substan- 
tially accurate. Senator Boord says the mem- 
bers of the committee were far from being 
favorably impressed with the representations 
of the Indiana World’s Fair Commissioner. 
He says the commission claims to have ex- 
pended already about $60,000 on the Indiana 
State Building, but that he believes the work 
could have been done for $10,000 at the out- 
side. Tbe World’s Fair is going to be a 
wonderful success, said he, but I don’t 
think Indiana is getting ali that she is paying 
for. The building is nothing but a shell yet, 
and if $60,000 has been expended a great part 
of it must have gone in the foundations or 
some place where it does not appear. Tun 
Txrrpuns told the truth about it.“ 

In further substantiation of the above the 
House passed a resolution calling for an ac- 
counting from the Indiana Commissioners. 
An itemized statement for every dollar laid 
out, giving each article purchased and the 
price paid, is asked for. The report must be 
made before Feb. 10. Representative Fippen, 
who introduced the resolution, is one of those 
reported to have spoken against his will in 
President Higinbotham’s office as favoring 
the $135,000 additional appropriation. Senstor 
Wishard. says that visit to the Fair 
grounds was nothing but a junket. He 
claimed he could have chosen three com- 
mitteemen from each branch and accom- 
plished more good than the whole party did.

Bills of Lading for the First Consignment 
Received at the Custom-House. 
Fried Krupp, the great gunmaker of Ger- 
many, has shipped the first consignment of 
the implements of war to Jackson Park. The 
bills of lading were received at the Custom- 
House yesterday. The consignment left Bal- 
timore Jan. 26and ‘included six guns, valued 
at $132,000. While Herr Krupp intends to 
send later the monster gun of the age, the 
ones which are now en route between Halti

NEW SOUTH WALES’ EXHIBIT, 


The Province Will Make a Display Almost 
as Great as Great Britain. 

New Tonk, Jan. 30.— Special. The 
Cunard liner Etruria, which arrived 
Saturday, had among its passengers the Hon. 
Dr. Renwick, M. L. C., the Executive Com- 
missioner for New South Wales. Australia, 
at the coming World’s Fair. Dr. Renwick 
comes to take up his residence in Chicago 
until the close of the Exposition. He was 
Executive Commissioner for his colony at the 
Melbourne Exhibition of 1880-1881, Vice- 
President for the Amsterdam Exhibition, and 
President of the Adelaide Centennial Exhibi- 
tion. Heis, moreoyer, Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Sydney and a fellow of the 
Senate of the University. He is a member of 
the Legislative Council or Upper House of New 
South Wales, as the letters M. L. C. after his 
name imply. Of the seven colonies compris- 
ing the Australian group, New South Wales, 
the oldest of them all, isthe only one that 
will be represented at Chicago. It is occupy- 
ing a space almost as large as that taken up 
by Great Britain, and is expending about the 
same sum on it as Great Britain. Dr. Ren- 
wick said today: Our principal displays 
will be those of minerals and wool. In the 
former we expect to beat everything except, 
perhaps, the display of the United-States, ana 
in the latter, the world. Leaving altogether 
out of consideration our desire to show our 
friendly feeling towards the people of the 
United States. the main, almost thesole, object 
of our representation at Chicago is to obtain, 
or assist in obtaining, some remission of the 
wool duties, and to open up trade in articles 
which America carnot produce, in exchange 
for articies America is now supplying us with 
almost free of duty.“

Carhegie, Phipps & Co. will have no exhibit at 
the World’s Fair, owing to inability to secure 
space in accordance with their application. The 
company, it is said, intended to show an ingot of 
steel weighing thirty tons. The H. C. Frick 
Coke company bas also withdrawn its 
application, because it could not secure 
2.500 square feet of floor space. Iu the 
final allotment Chief Robinson gave it 300. 
The Illinois Steel company has, it is said, also 
withdrawn because its space was reduced. Chief 
Robinson bas been unable to give space in 
amounts requested by applicants. He had at 
least 1,200 applications and was forced to throw 
away more than one-half of these and then scale 
down the remainder in order to get them into the 
building. 


More Funds Likely for Minnesota. 


St. Pau, Mmn., Jan. 30.—[Special.}—The Leg- 
islature adjourned immediately after meeting to 
day on account of Mr. Blaine’s funeral. The 
World's Fair appropriauon bill will come up in 
the Senate again tomorrow. It is difficult to tell 
just what the vote will be, but those interested in 
the measure say they have no fears as to its pass- 
ing. Some estimate the vote in favor of the 
measure to be about thirty-four. and not less than 
thirty-two at least. Others believe that it will be 
closer. but nearly all believe that it will pass. 
There is some talk of having the members of the 
Legislature go to Chicago and look over the 
grounds, but nothing bas been decided upon as 
yet in regard to the matter.

FINANCE COMMITTEE ORITIOISED AT 
THE OOUNOIL MEETING. 


After Ald. Swift and Others Have Charged 
It with Lack of Thoroughness a Peti- 
tion from the Municipal Order League 
That the City Erect and Maintain Cre- 
matories Is Referred to the Protesting 
Body — Recommendations Along the 
Same Line—Other Business. " 

Some criticism was offered at the meeting 
of the Council last evening as to the course | 


efforts to establish garbage crematories. Ald. 
Sexton, was selected as Chairman after a roll 
call. Ald. Tripp also having been nominated. 
The burning of garbage was made an issue on 
account of the following petition from the 
Municipal Order League: 

To the Mayor and Common Council of the City 
of Chicago, greeting: We, citizens of Chicago, 
and organized under the name of the Municipal 
Order League for the Promotion of Public Clean- 
liness and Health in Chi , respectfuily pre- 
sent this our petition to vou honorable body: 

1. We pray that crématories for burning «ar- 
— bo aye at once by the city, to be con- 
trolied. owned, and operated by the city; the 
crematories to be built at such points and in 
suflicient numbers as to reduce, so far as possible, 
the distance over which garbage, refuse, an 
2 must be hauled to them. 

2. We further petition that the contract system 
for cleaning streets and alleys be abolished, and 
that all the work of removing doris, refuse, and 
dead_animals from the streets and alleys and of 
cleaning streets and alleys be done by the city. 
througn its own employés, under the supervision 
and control of the Public. Works Department; 
and that the city provide itself at once with suita- 
ble cleaning apparatus, including horses, ma- 
chinery, covered carts, wagons, and all that is 
necessary to carry on the work of cleaning 
streets and alleys expeditiously, regularly, and 


thoroughly. 5 f 
3. We further petition for the abolition of the 


wooden garbage box and the compulsory substi- 
tution in its place of light metal buckets or cans, 
two to be used in every case, one for ashes, 
papers, etc., the other for garbage, kitchen ref- 
use, etc. ; and we ask for a daily scavenger service 
throughout the city. 

McGillen Asks How. 

Ald. McGillen, Chairman of the Finance 
committee, said the Vouncil should set itself 
right before the people on the question of 
burning garbage, and he suggested that the pe- 
tition be returned and that the league be re- 
quested to devise a plan by which garbage 
could be burned: , , 

“This Council,” he continued, set aside 
$75,000 to be expended in experimenting in 
crematory plants, and the Finance committee 
offered to pay for the burning of the garbage, 
and, after a period of three months, by any 
man’s plant that would successfully do the 
work. One has not been found. Several have 
been tried, but they will not burn the garbage. 
I move this communication be respectfully re 
turned.“ 

Ald. Swift moved that it be sent to the 
Finance committee. He said the as a 
crematory that would do the work. He had 
been so assured by Health Commissioner 
Ware. “The exactions of the Finance com- 
mittee are the only bar to success, he added. 
The Health Commissioner should have the 
nerve to go before the Finance committee and 
state what he knows to be a fact. He has 
been given authority to investigate, and if he 
has not found out anything he is incompetent. 
He should be called before the Finance com- 
mittee and made to tell what he knows. Ifhe 
knows nothing, itis time a competent man 
should be put in his place, The cholera is 
staring us in the face, and uniess this garbage 
is properly handled it will produce disease. 
The taxpayers want the garbage burned and 
they are willing that the Finance committee 
invest in a plant.“ 

Ald. Noble sent in a report from the special 
Committee on Garbage. It recommended 
that the supervision of alley cleaning be trans- 
ferred from the Health to the Street Depart- 
ment; that provision be made this year as far 
as possible for the removal of garbage beyond 
the city limits; that provisions be made in 
future contracts for daily scavenger service in 
the thickly settled wards, and that mixture of 
garbage and ashes be prohibited. The report 
concludes by urging: the Council to provide 
funds for erecting crematories. The report 
was referred to the Finance committee. 
Building Commissioner’s Annual Report. 


Building Commissioner O'Neill sent in his 
annual report. It shows receipts, $69,944; ex- 
penditures, $44,796; balance, $25,148. The re- 
port also contained a comparative statement 
— the work of the last five years. It is as fol-

In reply to an order Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Chetlain submitted an opinion that 
the city could not interfere with the Norta-. 
western railroad company in operating under 
the ordinance granted to the IIlinois and Wis- 
consin railroad. It was referred to the Judi- 
ciary com mittee. 

Anotner opinion from the Corporation 
Counsel’s office was in effect that the city 
could compel the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
railroad, as a tenant road of the West- 
ern Indiana, to stop two trains 
a day at Forty-first street. It 
was also referred to the Judiciary committee. 

The Commissioner of Public Works sent in 
acommunication asking how to proceed in 
the matter of the California avenue bridge, 
the Secretary of War having approved the 
plans on condition there be a depth of water 
of sixteen feet. It was referred to the Fi- 
nance commfttee. 

To Regulate Corporations, 


Ald. Sexton effected the pabsage of an or- 
der directing the Corporation Counsel to pre- 
pare bills for introduction in the Legislature 
providing for the regulation by the Council of 
telephone charges and the prices of gas, elec- 
tric, and other illumimants. The order di- 
rects that the committee appointed to present 
charter amendments be ordered to urge the 
passage of such measures, 

Ald. Vogt secured the passage of an order 
dirgcting the Corporation Counsel to prepare 
a Ml providing that the interest on city and 
county deposits of public moneys shall be 
added totne principal and used for public 
purposes, and further providing that any mu- 
nicipal officer who is the cystodian of public 
funds and who appropriates the interest on 
the same or any portion thereof to his own 
use shall be deemed guilty of a felony accord - 
ugly. The order also directed that the Com- 
mittee on Charter Amendments present the 
bill to the Legislature, 

Aid. Carey presented’ a petition signed by 
3,000 property-owners asking the Council to 
take strmgent measures and enact such legis- 
lation as will decrease the danger at grade 
crossings or suppress the evil entirely. They 
expressed the belief that the only remedy was 
in the elevation of the tracks. The petition 
was reterred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Ald. Swigert got an order passed directing 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad com- 
pany to erect electric lights at street intersec- 
tions in the Thirteenth Ward. 

During the meeting Ald. McGillen asked 
that notice be served on heads of city depart- 
ments to submit the estimates for 1893 by the 
end of this week, He said the needs of the 
city would require 83 percent more money 
this year than last, and that the available 
funds would be $300,000 less than in 1892.

Hygeia Mineral Spring company is a company 
legally incorporated under the laws of Illinois 
and the majority of the stock is held by responsi- 
ble citazens of Chicago and others who are largely 
interested in the welfare and prosperity of this 
city. This company has a bona fide capital and 
in good faith made a contract with the Exposi- 
tion company to furnish ‘it with pure Waukesha 
Spring water through a continuous pipe line 
from the springs and the same will be distrib- 
uted through over 200 booths scattered over the 
World's Fair grounds. It will be cooled at the 
expense of the company to a temperature of 35° 
and will be served by tastefully dressed attend- 
ants at the nominal price of one cent a glass or 
five cents a gallon. 

The World's Fair is to receive half of the gross 
receipts. In carrying out this contract the com- 
pany bas already expended over $1,000,000 in cash. 
Stutements have been made that only a few miles 
of pipe have been laid in disjointed sections be 
tween Waukesha and Chicago. The facts are 
that the entire pipe line has been completed from 
the Fair grounds through the City of Chicago to 
within seven miles of Waukesha, with only one 
break of two and a halt miles, which will be com- 
pleted within ten days. All the machinery for 
the cooling platt and pumping station nas been 
completed, and within forty days from this date 
we have every reason to believe that we will be 
able te turn in the water from the springs to the 
World’s Fair grounds. 

Other spring companies in Waukesha have en- 
geudered opposition in that village, so that the 
franchise which the Waükesha Vi lage Council 
had given to us to lay our pipes through the 
streets was rescinded, and we have been obliged 
to take the matter into the courts in order to con- 
demn a right of way. It was thought by the

Although this company has expended in 
the last year $40.000 in advertising in the City of 
Chicago, it does not wish to use that as a lever- 
age in asking for your coOperation in letting the 
facts be known, though we trust that this fact 
will not militate against our request.

THE STREET RAILWAY STOOK PASSES 
ALL FORMER RECORDS. 


Wheat, Corn, and Oats Close Just Where 
They Did Saturday—Provisions Advance 
Sharply in Sympathy with the Higher 
Prices for Hogs at the Stock-Yards— 
South Water Street Markets—General 
Financial and Commercial Information 
from Other Cities, 


A big jumpin North Chicago Street railroad 
quotations was a feature of yesterday's business 
at the Stock Exchange. The stock opened ata 
sharp advance, the first sale being at 286 for the 
account. It soon became evident that there was 
not enough stock to supply the orders on the 
floor, and prices began to move up rapidly. The 
same condition of things prevailed ali day, and 
the last sale was at the highest price for the day 
and at the highest price ever reached for the 
stock, 201 for the account. 

Never before has there been so little direct con- 
nection between the market fluctuations of cne 
two street railway stocks. While the North Side 
was extremely buayant and quotations reached 
the highest point ever recorded West Side stock 
was weak. When the boom in North Side started 
West Side responded for a little and sold up to 
219, but that advance was not maintained, and 
the stock sagged off rapidly. The closing price 
was 216 regular, which was the lowest of the day, 
and the market was heavy at that figure. Stock 
was offered at the close at 216 without takers. 

The strong friends of North Side stock said 
tne course of the market was a triumph of in- 
trinsic merit. The position of the North Side 
company, they declare, is greatly superior to that 
of the West Side. It is a completed system with- 
out oppoeition in sight, while the rate of increase 
in traflio is far more rapid than the other road. 

The market was fairly broad outside of tlie 
street railroad stocks and as a rule strong. There 
was some active trading in Are Light and Power 
stock at 118. The absorption of this company bythe 
Edison company is now positively assured. It is said 
that about seven-eighths of the stock has already 
agreed to the sale on the terms announced. It is 
not yet given out what course will be pursued if 
there are any dissenting stockholders, but it is 
likely that the — will be leased. Edison 
stock is exceedingi¥ strong. Yesterday 200 was 
bid and 250 asked on the regular call. Later the 
bids were raised to 205, but the bidders are cau- 
tious about marking up the price while they see 
little chance of getting any stock. Insiders are 
holding tightly to all they have got and are trying 
to get more and there is practically none in the 
market for sale. . 

The brewery stocks were not quite so strong. 
The beer war is waging with great violence in St. 
Louis, the price havi dropped to $3.00 a barrel. 

Lake Street Elevate< —. was strong, selling 
up to a firm close at u buyer 0. The legal en- 
tanglements are not yet entirely cleared up, but 
the insiders think the way is fairly free frum se- 
rious obstacles, and they feel confident that the 
deal is going through on the lines that the pres- 
ent management has laid down. There were no 
sales of Rapid Transit stock; a sale of $10,000 of 
the bonds was made at 944.

A good deal of talk is heard about the lack of 
interest in bank stocks and the low price at 
which they are ranging. A number of people 
who ought to be well posted in the market for 
bank stocks seem to have obtained the idea in 
some way that present quotations are much lower 
than they were a year ago.

There is no longer any doubt about the easier 
condition of the money market. Loans were 
openly made by banks yesterday at 5 per cent on 
call.

It is not easy to see 
why there should be such a wide difference be- 
tween the call loan rate here and in the East, as 
has been the case for some time.

same instant. The feeling among holders 
and traders in these certificates was decidedly pan- 
icky at first. but supporting orders came from inside 
interests and caused a rally of 34% points. The sharp 
break in these certificates was accompanied by the 
liquidation of many accounts in the genera) list.
